1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the following:

wherein Z" represents COCOO'. COO\ SO?' or SQ.-N'-R where R represents a 
monovalent organic group and M* represents an onium cation. 

The claimed invention finds novelty in the presence of the recited macromolecular 
compound in the polymerizable composition. None of the prior art references anticipate or 
render obvious the claims. Applicants by amending the independent claim and inserting the 
limitations of claim 12 into claim 1 1 have complied with the request by the Office to advance 
prosecution. 

Accordingly, claims 1 1, and 13-18 are seen as allowable and passed to issue.
